ee and exertions of the proprietors coul 
have prevented the entire deſtruttion of the town. 


When Altorf was reduced to ſuch poverty as to afford ve 
further temptazion to the pillagers, they ſpread themſelves in 
bands over the ſurrounding country, attacked the cottages and 
habitations of the peaſantry (to whom they had promiſed liber- 
ty, equality, and affluence) rifled their po: kets, del royed their 
furniture, tore up the floors of their rooms, cut open the matreſ- 
ſes and feather beds, dug up the ground in the cellars and far- 
dens, turned over even the con'ents of the privies, in hopes of 
finding ſome concealed treaſure, returned fix or ſeven times to 


the ſame houſes, and never quitted themuntil they had left noth- 


ing behind them but the bare walls. Oxen, cows, and ſwine 
Pere euther driven off, cut in pieces upon the ſpot, or left cruel- 
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1y mutilated; geeſe and poultry were carried away either dead 
or alive; and ſuch Dee as could not either be conſumed 
or conveyed away were trodden under foot, or mixed with ſand, 
aſhes, and ordure ; nor did theſe ruſfians ſpare even the ſtores 
of bread, which it is uſual in that country, to keep dried for con- 
fumption in the winter. Many cellars were left half full of 
wine, which had run from the eaſks they wantonly had flaved ; 
ad the houſes were long afterwards impregnated with the vapor 
of the brandy which they had poured about the rooms in the 
moſt waſteful manner. They deſtroyed even the milk-pails 
and all the appendages of the dairy ;-and in many dwellings 
there was not even a bench or a Chair unbroken, The peaſants 
were ſometimes threatened with immediate death, and ſometimes 
put to extreme torture, in order to procure a diſcovery of money 
and other valuables, which they were accuſed of having con- 
cealed; and many were ſeverely wounded and crippled, either 
by muſket balls, bier wh the but- ends of the firelocks, or 
itrokes of che broad ſword. The deepeſt and moſt apparent 
poverty was not even a protection againſt them; for 3 
were {tripped of their rags ; and the number of thoſe who were 
{eft without a ſhirt upon their backs is by no means inconfider- 
able. Grey hairs aud liſping inf-ncy, the ſick, the dying, and 
even women in labour, were alike expoſed to the moſt inhuman 
:ceatment, and were dragged from their beds, kicked about, 
and frequently wounded under pretence that they were the keep? 
ers of concez!ed treaſure, The women and children, who at- 


tempted to eſcape, were purſued, plundered, and vidlated: and 


iris from ten to twelve years of age were deprived of their in- 
nocence and health by theſe republican barbarians, Neuhep | 
Ze nor infirmity, nor yet the molt offenſive diſorders, were a- 
„le to ſet bounds to their more than brutal luſt ; and ten, twelve 
and even twenty of theſe depraved wretches are known ſuceeſ-

their ſhameleſs colleagues either kept guard at the door, or held 
_ traded piſtols and fixed bayonets at the head of the 3 2 
lafferer.

committing ſuch exceſſes as humanity ſhudders to relate, at the

BEFORE the zrmies of the French republic overran, vex- 
ed, and deſolated the Circle of Suabia, the inhabitants of the 
little town of Waldſee were enabled to form a correct judgment 
of the character of the republican troops, from the conduct of 
the French priſoners who had been originally quartered there 
ft detween the 21ſt of December 1795 and the 6th of July 1796, 
3 lo that they heard of the approach of this tawleſs horde with 
| more apprehenſion than the inhabitants of moſt other places, 
The French behaved more like conquerors than priſoners, not | 
only towards the inhabitants, but towards the Auſtrian officers 
and ſoldiers ; and when they heard that the whole French ar- 
my had croſſed the Rhine. their outrageous joy knew no bounds, 
They inſulted the inhabitants in the groſſeſt terms, repaid the 
kindnelles they had received with inſolence; and even with 
| blows, began to pillage the houſes of the peaſantry, robbed the 
gardens around the town, laid waſte the corn fields, endeavour- 
ed forc:bly to diſnenour women and children, and by numerous 
exceſſes abufed the kind and noble manner in which they hac 
been treated by the Auſtrians. Several of the officers deceiv- 
ed the vigilance of the garriſon, and making excurſions to the 
neighbouring free Imperial towns of Ravenſpurg and Biberach, 
reconnoitred the country, and found many who, either out of 
intereſt or from attachment to the emiſſaries of liberty and e-

and the owners were frequently detained, and forced to follow 
the army during ſeveral =e and even weeks, until they could 
- Purchaſe their liberty with money. Not ſatisfied with the 
common f.re of the country, theſe pretended champions f 5 
liberty and equality, demanded large ſupplies of fiſh, butter, te | 
_ Cheeſe, and fruit, after every meal; and if they were not inn 
ſtantly produced, they fell upon the landlord and ſervants, beat 
| them, and threatened them with death, and finiſhed by plun- 
_ dexing the kitchen, pantry, and cellars ; ang ſuch was their 
wilful waſte of fodder, that in this ſingle day ſeveral farmers 
were deprived of their whole proviſion for the winter, 

Upon the 8th of Auguſt, this unbridled horde quitied Wald- | LY 
ſee, and Ferino himſelf.appeared there at the head of the main 3 
body of the army, but was preceded by the adjutant general A 
Berthold, who came to prepare quarters for the flaff, and who 

rendered himſelf odious by bis unbounded inſolence and rapac- 


oy 
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ity. With menacing geſtures and the moſt horrid oaths he 
threatened to cleave with his fabre the head of the burgomaſier, 
merely becauſe he had conducted him to a houſe not, fuited to 
his refined taſte, although it was by far the beſt in the place; 
nor was he pacified until he had been complimented with a 
preſent of 15 louis, which his ſervant, a wretch with the coun- 

_ tenance and demeanor of a galley ſlave, negotiated for him 


* without the leaft delicacy. The othe.' officers, without ſcru- 
ple, extorted breeches, ſhoes, boots, ſtockings, linen, and oth» 


er ne. effaries ; and Pring, the commandant' of. the tawn, de- 
clared, that he would make no attempt at diſcipline until he and 
is. ſervant had been newly cloathed. Others exatted a large 
quantity of diſhes, glaſſes, kitchen furniture, and provifions, 
for their reſpective corps in the neighbourhood of the town, 
but offered to relinquiſh the articles required for a certain com- 
peut in; Jouls or dollars.” 8 


8 Notvwichſtanding the maintenance of this rapacious ſoldiery, 


and of their numerous cavalry, far ſurpaſſed the ability of this

but little benefitted ; for the officers of health, who were as 
ſhameleſs cheats as the commiſlaries, ſold the greateſt part of | 
the wine, cauſed ſhirts for themſelves, and ſhifts for their wives 
and iniſtreſſes, to be made out of the cloth, and frequently took 
money inſtead of the drugs moſt requiſite, ſuffering the ſick 
and wounded to recover as they could, They even cartied

A SMALL wn it Suabia, in the Biſhopric of Conſlance. 
When the French appeared upon the banks of the lake of 


Conſtance, their leaders affected to be ſurpriſed that people 


ould be afraid of them, and that many ſhould defert the coun- 
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try : For,“ faid they, “we are only come to offer peace ig 
che Emperor, and not to violate either your religion, your cuſ- 
toms, your perſons, or your property, all which ſhall be moſt 
carefully reſpected and preſerved.” This aſſurance was pub- 
licly given to the deputies from ſeveral towns and villages by 
general Tarreau, who added, “ that jt was his particular object 
and buſineſs to maintain the ſevereſt diſcipline and the moſt ex-

act order in his army.” Tranquilized by this ſerious declara- 


tion the deputies returned home, and upon the gd of Auguſt, 
at noon day, the French to the number of 6,006 men, entered 


Markdorf and the neighbouring hamlets, and were entertained” 


as liberally as poſhble by the inhabitants. But they ſoon began

to break open doors and commit thefts, even under the eyes of 


the peaſantry tore the clothes from the backs, and the ſhoes 
and ſtockings from the feet and legs of the poor cottagers and 
farmers who offered them proviſtons, broke open their cellars, 
rifled their cloſſets and coffers, carried away all the valuable ar- 
ticles they could find, deſtroyed the houſehold furniture, and 
cruelly beat and wounded ſuch as made a ſhow of defending. 
their property. At length three volunteers were arreſted Toy 


having robbed a public meflenger upon the highway of two 
watches and his money, and afterwards wounded him in the 
head with a bayonet, becauſe he cempiained of their ill- uſage. 
A court martial immediately paſſed ſentence of death upon one 


of the male factors, and condemned the others to the galleys, 


which latter part of the ſentence Tarreau converted into pun- 


iſhment by death; but this was only done to deceive the peo- 


ple by a ſemblance of juſtice and diſcipline ; for notwithſtand-

ing the preparations for their execution, the thieves were not 


hanged, but were very ſoon afterwards diſcharged.

The column ſoon afterwards proceeded on its march; but 
2 two days afterwards Stouhlen ſent a demand for 9,000 pounds | 
weight of bread, which were delivered to him, and Markdorf 
was relieved from ffartber contributions, until the cloſe of Sep- 
tember, though ait fill ſuffered much from the exattions and 
thefts committed by the troops, who were continually marching

The retreat at length took place, and upon the 22d of Sep- 1 23 
tember the head quarters were fixed at Hofen, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Markdorf, which, with the adjoining villages, 
now experienced every ſort of oppreſſion. Two of the com- 
miſſaries, eſtabliſhed at different places near Markdorf, at the 
ſame time and with ſtmilar menaces, required from that town 
the moſt exorbitant ſupplies ; ſo that it was expoſed to the 
mercileſs attacks of thoſe harpies, without a poſſibility of re- 
dreſs, and requiſition ſucceeded requiſition. The deputy com- 
miſſaries alſo viſited the adjacent country with their exattions, 
and obliged the peaſants either to comply with their demands, 
or to purchaſe their exemption with gold. © We coin requiſi- 
tions like money,“ ſaid the commiflary Nonette, who, like his 
brethren, readily and publicly deſiſted from levying contribu- 
tions in return for a preſent to himſelf; and the town of Mark- 
dorf was forced to pay'him in caſh the value of 20 tons of hay 
and of 25 facks of oats, in order to prevent the threatened 
general pillage by the ſoldiery; nor could the execution of a 
ſimilar menace from another commilſary be averted but by a 
. welk-timed preſent to his ſecreta ß. 8 
Upon the morning of the fifth of October, Tarreau arrived 
at Markdorf with his ſtaff, and finding that, his head quarters 
had been eſtabliſhed at the inn, he galloped up. to the Caſtle, 
and vehemently demanding why it had not been prepared for 
his reception, added, ſpeaking to the burgomaſter. “ But I 
know you had much rather entertain the Imperialiſts: here in 
IT the Caſtle, however, will I lodge, and if in the courſe of two 
Hours five beds are not prepared for me and my ſtaff, you ſhall 
receive 25 laſhes, to be repeated every hour, until my orders 
are obeyed.” The beds were accordingly prepared: but Tar- 
reau's wrath was not appeaſed; and it approached almoſt to 
madneſs, when late at night he received an order for the army 
Y continue its retreat early the next morning, The people of 


Markdorf paſſed this whole night in the greateff anxiety ; for 
Tarreau had more than ten times threatened to ſet fire to the 
town in four different places, and his ungovernable rage gave

Advice having been received at this town upon the 18th of 


2 September, that the diviſion of the French army under gene- 


ral Tarreau, was retreating through that part. of Suabia, 
the gates of the town were ordered to be ſhut ; and, accord- 
ing to the tenor of a French proclamation of the 18th of Auguſt, 
they were not to be opened to any of the officers or ſoldiers, ex- 
copt to ſuch as had their route made out and ſigned by the offi· 
ers upon the ſtaff. Notwithſtanding this precaution, the inns 
were ſoon filled with French ſoldiers, and the ſtables were crow- 
ded with horſes they had ſtolen. upon the march ; and ſuch as 
could not gain admittance were amply provided with meat and 
drink at the gates of the town. Three days afterwards, Tar- 
reau, who probably had long wiſhed for an oblation from Meerſ- 
burg, ſent the following deſpotic and alarming note to the 
mao:{trates ; I command you to appear at wy head- quarters 
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at Y ſſni, in the courſe of twenty-four hours.“ The Baron de 
Reichlin and two other reſpettable magiſtrates forthwith repair- 
ed to Vſſni, and were received by the aid-de-camp Labrouſſe, 
who reeling about half naked, greeted them in a thundering 
voice with, „come in, ſcoundre:s as you are; your town ſhalt 
ſpeedily be reduced to aſhes, and yourſelves exalted upon a 

ibbet;“ and then placing a guard over them, and realluring 


them, © that the fun ſhou!d early the next morning light them 


on their way to the gallows,” he ſtaggered into the. apartment 
of Tarteau. The deputies at length difcovered that their goal- 
ers thirſted for the blood of the governor of. Meerſburg, who 
had cauſed the gates to be ſhut, as above related, and who would | 
certainly have fallen a facrifice of their rage, if he had not haſt- 
ily retired into Switzerland, Upon examination of the depu- 
ties the next morning, and upon their declaration that the gates 


had been ſhut by order of the governor, Labrouſſe ordered two 
carriages to be prepared, and immediately drove with them, ef- 


corted by twenty huſlars, and preceded by a hangman to Meerſ- 
burg, when ſuch members of the regency as had not cſcaped 
were ſummoned and treated with the ſame infolence and mena- 


ces as the deputies had been ſubject to upon the preceding even- 


ing. Fire and ſword, gallows and muſket balls, thundered, 
inceſſantly. from the lips of the tyrant, and he ſwore that the 
Houſe of the governor ſhould inſtantly be reduced to ruins. At 
length, after much altercation Labrouſſe detained two of the 
chief officers of ſtate as hoſtages, and departed with them for 
head quarters, where, wiillt the people of the town anxioully 


awaited the cataſtrophe, this apparently tragical hiſtory termin- 


ated in peaceful robbery, General Tarreat had an inclination 
for, and was complimented with a handſome carriage and two 
fine horſes belonging to one of the hollages, which, with a weigh- 
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ty purſe of gold, ſacrificed to him and his aſſiſlant Labrouſſe, 


completed the expiation, though not until the friendſhip of the 


_ general's valet de chambre and cook had been purchaſed at the 


price of five louis each ; for this knot of thieves was ſo cloſely 


united that it was not ſafe to pals any of them unnoticed. Tar- 
reau demanded alſo and received ſix horſes from the flables of 
the prince-biſhop of Conſtance ; and the commiſſary Didier im 
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175 upon the town of Meerſburgh the moſt exorbitant contri- 


utions, which he afterwards withdrew upon receiving a preſ- 


ent of ſixty louis and two fine horſes. Theſe are ſome of the 
many baſe actions of the French at Meerfburg, which, though 


not generally plundered, was expoſed to much robbery and vex- 
aon; for ſome of tae French, with an officer at their head, 
forcibly entered a ſhop, and carried off goods to the value cf 


ſeventy pounds ſterling ; another pariy robbed a watchmaker 


of four gold and two filver watches; and ſeveral petty teſts 

were committed both by the officers and ſoldiers, ©

Y ſhudders at the recolletlion of the cru: 
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ty youth, nor hoary-headed age, nor 
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hoſt under foot, and then threw it to the dogs. 
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$54 enormities committed by the French in many parts of the 


county of Friedberg, and particularly at the village of Bre- 
men, which, upon the 6th of October, in the evening, was 
beſet by a band of robbers, under the denomination of Repub- 
lican ſoldiers, who, mad with wine, ruſhed into the houſes with 
the moſt hideous war-hoop, and had immediate recourſe to their 


well-known ſyſtem of plunder. All the coffers and cloſets 


were broken open and rifled---all the houſehold furniture was 
deſtroyed---the peaſants were required, with loaded piſtols at 
their breaſts, to deliver up their money---the beds and bedding 
were unripped and examined---and 8 0 pretence of ſearching 

for concealed treaſure, not only the floors of the rooms were 
torn up, but even infants were vekemently dragged from their 


cradles, and many families were deprived of nearly all their 


property. But fill more terrible to theſe peaceable and inno- 
tent country people was the infernal manner in which the fe- 


male ſex was treated by theſe villains. In the whole village 


there was neither maiden, wife, nor widow, who was not for- 
cibly and repeatedly diſhonoured ; and ſuch was the depravity 
of theſe miſcreants, that eight, ten, and frequently more than 
that number, ſucceſſively inſulted tne ſame unfortunate victim, 
with the accompliſhment of their brutal purpoſes. Neither ear- 
\ 8 3 nor yet the 

olt offenſive diſorders, could abate the fury of their paſſions; 
and not only huſbands, but fathers, and---to fill up the meaſ- 
ure of their iniquuy---even little children, were made to be 


witneſſes of theſe abominable outrages. One woman, who, 


with her huſband, had ſtruggled ineffectually againſt the at- 


tempts of {ix of theſe monſters, was dragged into the fields, 
over hedges and ditches, repeatedly diſhonoured, and left half 
dead upon the ground, whilſt her huſband was cruelly maimed 


with their ſabres, and even her ſucking infant was treated with

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1 75 down and reviled the image of our Saviour, trampled the 


General Courbe levied a contribution of 20 louis upon the

A party of grenadiers came to the houſe of a farmer and inn- 
necper in another village, and after being liberally ſupplied 
with proviſions, ſuddeniy attacked the maſter of the houte, 
calling out in the language of highwaymen, © Your money or 
vour life;“ and when they had ſecured all the money he had 
about him, they forcibly threw him upon the ground and bea: 


dut the money was ſcarcely paid, before a party of his ſoldiers 
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nim, broke open and plundered all his cheils and cotlers, and 
were upon the point of departing with their booty, when they 
were joined by nine dragoons, who, after indulging themſelves 
with the contents of the cellar, diſcharged three muſkets, as a 
| ſignal to their diſlant comrades, that they had diſcovered ſome 
ſecret treaſure, In leſs than a quarter of an hour they were 
' reinforced by two hundred men, who preſently conſumed or 
| deſtroyed all the wine, bread, and proviſions in the houſe, and 
terminated their heroic exploits by breaking all the glaſs and 
earthan ware, deſtroying the empty caſks, and threatening to 
ſat fire to the premiſes, 5 |

IHS place was viſited, upon the 18th of July 1796, by 
four mounted artillery men in ragged uniforms, who, in the 
ſtyle of a requiſition, demanded 66 ſacks of oats and 3 waggon 
loads of hay, which were no ſooner delivered to them, than 
they conyeyed them to a neighbouring town, and there ſold 
them for ready money. | EY 
In the ſame month the environs were curſed with the preſ- 
- ence of general Tuncq, whoſe infamy is recorded in the annals | 
ef La Vendee, and who was aſſiſted in his crimes, by his aid- 
de-camp Schulz, the ſon of a petty inn-keeper at Huningen. 
This general choſe, as articles of plunder, wood and flax, and 
obliged the Baron de Schonaw, chief proprietor of Wehr, to 
cut down and deliver, in the courſe of five days, 372 oaks and 
other trees, which he floated down the Rhine into Switzerland, 
where he had previouſly fixed an agent, who ſold the wood. 
and divided the ſpoil with his employer, When the chiefs of 
ſeveral villages repreſented to him the umpoſſhibiluy of ſurniſh- 
ing what he required, he ordered them to be beaten, and chain- | 
ad together, and thrown into priſon like common male fadlors. 
It is true, that upon complaint to the Directory, Tuncq wa: 
brought to a court martial and degraded, and that his aid-de- 
camp found it prudent io retreat with part of his booty; but no 
recompenſe was made to thoſe whom he had injured and plund- 
ered, and other 8 thieves, under the denomination of 
commiſſaries and agents, appeared in their room, and were fanc- 
tioned in their numerous oppre ſſionnnss 
Upon the 2oth of ORober, in the afternoon, the rear guard 
in every reſpet the refuſe) of the army of the Rhine and 
Moſelle appeared at Wehr, and encamped under the walls of 
the caſtle, The women and children now fled up the country | 
with part of their cattle and effects, ard took refuge in a wood ; 
but the family in the caſlle and all the men remained at home, 
with the hope of in ſome degree, preventing the evils they fo 
juſtly dreaded, The firſt ſet of banditti began their operations 
by plundering the villages, and in the courſe of three hours 
conveyed to their camp 120 {wine, 62 ſheep, gb calves, a great 
quantity of poultry, and upwards of 1200 ſheaves of Wheat; 
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and finiſhed by tearing the ſhoes from off the feet of the inhab- 
1tants, The next viſit was from a party of huſfars headed by a 
colonel Marulet who appeared late in the evening, drank all 
the wine and ſpirits in the village of Wehr, and mi ſuſed thofe 
who were not able to afford them any; and at midnight, when 
All was quiet, 600 volunteers, with bayonets fixed, appeared 
before the caſtie, and leudly called for 9.609 bottles of wine, 
at the ſame time threatening to ſet fire to the village and caſtle 
if their demand was not immediately comp'ica with. Remon- 
trance was vain and uſelefs; and after the oficers and men had 
tamiliarly drank to the greateſt exceſs, they carried away the 
remainder of their booty,  _ 5 
Amongſt the innumerable acts of inhumanity committed du- 
Ting this dreadful night, the following deſerves to be part!cu- 
Harly recorded :---Five ſoldiers having forced open the door of 
a houſe, in which lay a poor woman who had been taken in la- 
| boar about twelve hours before, they, with drawn ſwords at the 
breaſt of the ſtill-ſuffering woman, demanded her money, and 
upon being told that ſhe had none, ranſacked the dwelling and 
out houſe, and carried away all the furniture, wearing apparel, 


Twine, and poultry they could find, and at departing, one of 
them, by way of humanity, threw a dead fowl'at the head oF 
the poor ſufferer, and told her ſhe might make herſelf ſome 
DIO WHO, -- % nnd wn ls EO 
Ihe retreat of the French through this diſtrict was marked 
by ſimilar inſtances of rapine and brutality. In one village 
they violated and ſo barbaroufly abuſed a'girl about 15 years of 
age, that in three days ſhe was a corpſe. In the ſame village 
they broke into the houſe of a ſhopkeeper who was recovering 
from a ſevere illneſs, cut his bedding in pieces, ſcattered the 
feathers about the prenuſes, rifled the houſe and ſtop, and hav- 
ing diſcovered in the garden a cheſt fall of goods which had 
been depoſited there for. ſecurity, carried oF with the reſt of 
their booty. They not only plundered another houſe, but 
with the malevolence of evil ſpirits, mixed together all the 
wheat, corn, oats, and rye they could find, and ſtrewed them 
over the apartments, The village was completely pillaged and 
Tuned, the utenſils neceſſary for the vintage were'thrown into 
the Rhine, the churches were plundered, the pyx broken to 
pieces, and the conſecrated hoſt trampled under 5. In the 
environs of the camp the corpſes of ſeveral women were found, 
who had been violated and abuſed evenuntodeath ; and howev- 
Ille reader will hav? obſerved with horror many inſtan- 
ces of the cruelly of the French towards lying in women and 
he will ſhudder at hearing, that the Republicans frequently 
drowned th: children which were borne to them by their wives 
or concudin:s, during their march through Franconia. This 
is not a fabulous report, but a real and well atteſted fact.

THE attachment teſtihed by the greateil part of the inhab- 
itants of Suabia, ana eſpecially by thoſe of the Auſtrian terri- 
tories in that circle, to their governors and. conſtitution, amidſt 
the ſucceſſes of the enemy, was frequently attended by . -ery 
conſiderable danger, and was either ridiculed or murmared at 
by the French, who called them German beaſts, unworthy of 
the good Wotan; which, like miſſionaries _ bell, they offer- 
ed them, with the dagger in one hand, and the fire! denne in the 
other. But neither menaces nor rifules could weaken their fi- 
delity and loyalty, and it is worthy of remark, that the incur- 
on of the r into the empire not only put an end to eve- 
ry wiſh to revolutionize, but contribute to unite the ſovereign. 
and the people much more cloſely than betore, Several towns, 
and Radolf-Z.ell in particular, fuffered much for their diftig⸗ 
guiſhed attachment to their ſovereign and conſtitution; and up - 
on the retreat of Tarreau, the laſt mentioned town was ſaved 
from threatened conf{lagration, by a prevent: of two fine horſ-:;

Three villages in Suabia, + 


IN this diftric the French were guilty of the ereate? exceſ- 
ſes during their retreat ; and regardleſs of the conditions | in the 
convention which had been ſolemnly agreed upon, they treated 
the peaſantry and villagers like people Who were to be e trampled 
upon, without the privilege of reſiſtance, which was ice 
a crime puntſhable with conflagration and the (ford, as was 
proved in the caſe of the village of Engelwies, 1 8 account 
of the following incident, 

A ſoldier belonging to a party that kad degum to plunder the 
village, having pillaged the dwelling-houſe of the porith mint: 
er, was not ſatisfied without wanting to ſtrip him of bis bree: 
ches; = which his brother, formerly an \ Auſtrian non com: 
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miſſioned officer, ſtarted up in his defence, and juſt as the 
Frenchman was about to fire his muſket at him, ſtruck ham ſuch 
a blow upon the head as brought him lifeleſs to the earth. This 
was no ſooner diſcovered by the comrades of the deceaſed; than 
their rage as well as their numbers ſeemed every moment to in- 
creaſe ; they committed cruelties- too horrible for deſcription, 
and concluded the terrible ſcene, by ſwearing that the whole 
village ſhould be anninilated ; nor could the prayers and intrea- 
tias of the aged and the matron prevent or delay the execution 
of their threats, The 'parſonage, 15 other houſes, and 18 
barns, were ſpecdily reduced to aſhes, with their furniture, and 
all the produce of their late abundant harveſt ; and the fignal 
was already given for burning the remaining houſes, when they 
received an order from head quarters to defiſt, and immediate- 
1y commence their retreat, the Auſtrians being in full march 
againſt them. The miniſter's brother had early. ſaved himſelf 
by flight; but the prieſt and his clerk were carried, chained 
together, as far as Muhlheim on the Danube, and there with 
difficulty releaſed ; and three of the clerk's children, who re- 
mained in the houſe whilſt he eſcaped into the church with the 
miniſter, were inhumanly ſuffered to periſh in the flames. 
Ihe fe of the village of Berenthal was as ſhocking as that 
already related. The perhdy with which the French violated 
the articles of the convention, and the inhumanity with which 
they treated the inhabitants of the diſtricts through which they 
paſſed, had determined the peaſantry to arm themſelves, and 
drive them out of their dwellings, the protedtion and ſecurity 
of which had been promiſed by the moit folemn proclamatiqns. 
So that when, upon the 6th of October, a horde of robbers at- 
tempted to plunder ſome houſes in Barenthal, they were oppoſ- 
cd by the inhabitants, who, after a vigorous reſiſtance, were 
deſeated with the loſs of 5 killed, and g ſo deſperately wound- 
ed that they ſoon afterwards expired. The rage of the con- 
quetors new vented itielf upon ho whole of the unfortunate 
village, which after having been plundered of every thing val- 
able and portable, was ſet on fire, and in a few hours, the 
church, 18 hoſes, and as many barns, were reduced to 2 
heap of ſhapeleſs ruinz, The greateſt part of the inhabitants 
loft the whole of their property, and many years muſt paſs a- 
way before they can recover from the flate of poverty into 
which they were plunged by the events of that dreadful day. 
The village of Durbheim was, upon the qth of October, 
completely lacked, with the exception gf the parſonage and 
two other houſes ; and as it was not expected that the French 
would penetrate into that ſequeſtered valley, no precautions 
had been taken, and every thing of value fell into the hands of 
the ſoldiers ; notwithſtanding which they ſearched the newly 
wade praves, and broke open the coffinz, in hopes of finding 
ſome treaſure interred with the dead bodies. . 
They not only indulged in drinking to the moſt beaſtly ex- 
ceſs, but, taking the cocks out of the caſke, the; 2 the 
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„ine to run dut on the cellar floor. They alſo led away 3: 
horſes from this ſmall village, and made the miniſter exchange 
a favourite ſaddle-horſe, valued at 36 louis, for two half-ſtarv- 
ed ponies, which they had ſtolen from a neighbouring farmer. 
Upon the gth of October, the village was again viſited by fx 
tuſfars, who riding up to the parſonage with the moſt terrify- 
ing menaces, demanded either a caſk of wine or a preſent of 
| ix louis, and upon being refuſed, not only {wore that they 


would burn the village, but actually fired into the houſes, and | 


ſpread univerſal conſternation. The pealzntry, who, ſoon 


athered together, prevented any farther miſchief, and upon 
the following day, four of theſe banditti were taken priſoners 
by an Auſtrian patrole, as they were marauding in an out-lying 
| hamlet. Upon the fame dav, the miniſter of another village 

was carried in fetters before general Morea, and accuſed of 
having excited the people in his village to take up arms, and 
defend themſelves againſt the aliaults of their enemies; for 
which he and five of the peaſants were condemned to be hang- 


ed, and were ſaved from execution with the greateſt difficulty, 


And after ſuffering, during ſome tune, all the anguiſh attend- 
ant upon the expectation of a.cruel and ignominious death. 


©» WATTERDINGEN, 
A village in Suabia, containing 453 inhabitants, 


' UPON the firſt days of Oftober, a detachment of the army 


of the Rhine and Moſelle over-ran this village, and diſtinguiſh 
ed itlelf by ſuch exceſles as cannot fail of {lamping the Crea 


Nation with everlaiting infamy. Not ſatisfied with the antic- 


ipation of their wiſhes by the inhabitants, they furiouſly ran 


about the ſtreet with drawn ſwords and cocked piſtols, broke 
into houſes, rifled the different apartments, carried away pro- 


viſions, kitchen utenfils, bedding, and wearing apparel, and 


wantonly deſtroyed what they coutd not convey away; ſo that 


the loſſes of the different proprietors amounted, upon the moſt 
moderate computation, to 21,000 florins, or nearly £2,000 
ſterling. Thirty-ſix horſes, 96 ſwine, two bullocks fit for the 


flaughter-houſe, two calves, 150 geeſe, and a great quantity of 


Poultry, formed one part of their ſpoil ; and the miniſter of the 


pariſh, who was the principal {ullecer, loſt 60 louis in caſh, 

much ſilver plate, all his kitchen furniture, nearly all his clothes 

and houſehold linen, five beds, thirty-five ſacks of corn, and a

\ thirteen years of age, loſt their innocence and their health, in 


the conſtrained preſence of others ſtill younger than themſelves; 
and five men, who attempted to protect the honour of their 
wives, were trampled under foot, and left half dead with ſevere 


wounds from the broad {words of theſe atrocious villains. 


Of DUHEM, the General of. Diviſion, 
At Fribourg, in Briſgaw, in the Circle of Suabto. ; 
UPON the 12th of October, between two and three o'clock 
in the afternoon, orders were received to prepare quarters, in a 
Lentleman's houſe, Tor a French general and four olhcers ; ſoon 
after which appeared the general of diviſion Duhem, and a 
ſuit of 30 or 40 officers, ſeveral privates, and ſervants, who 
ecel he greateſt complaifance. But the gener- 
al, in a'commanding tone, gave orders that a dinner, fit for a 


republican general and 25 of his retinue, ſhould be provided at 


fve o'clock, and ke added, that he expeticd to be in all reſpects 
treated and attended according to his rank and dignity, Six 
rooms and the faloon were immediately opened; but the ſerv- 
ants of the houſe not being able, in the 5 and confuſion, 

to find the keys of the other apartments, the general threatened 
to break open the doors, and his aid -· de- camp began to talk a- 


bout cudgels and horſewkips. Before I proceed, let me relate 
an anecdote of this aid-de-c:mp, highly charaQteriſtic of him 
and his aſſociates: Duhem having iſſued an order that the mag- 


iſtrates of Fribourg ſhould furniſh the inſtruments uſed in the 
Turkiſh muſic, and they having repreſented to the aid-de-camp 
the impoſſibility of obeying fo unreaſonable a demand, that

dered it of all the ſaddles and harness they could find; aud though 
the general and ſome of his officers ſaw them carry away their ſpoii, 
and were applied to for redreſs, they did not chooſe to liften to 
the complaint, but ſuffered the booty to be carried off, When 
Duhem and his followers quitted the honie, upon the 14th of Oc- 
tober, it was diſcovered that they had left in their apartments and 
beds the moſt filthy traces of their exiſtence, and that they had 
ſtolen ſeveral pairs of ſheets and a hanafome counterpane, and ri- 
fled a portmanteau of its contents. The upper part of this bout: 
had been previoully plundered. by a committary's athftant in July, 
and was now again publicly robbed, not by the ungovernable ſol-⸗ 
diery, but by a general, who aſfected to talk about diſcipline, and 
by his officers and ſervants. A French lieutenant. bad indeed 
been degraded and ſent to the galleys for ievying atrifling contribu- 
tion when the French firſt appearedat Fribonrg ; but that was dene 
only to deceive the Germans until they had got a lirm footing in the 
country, after which the incendiaries, murderers, and plunderers

A Franciſcan convent, and two farm-houſes, tn the county of Sig- 
maringen, near the Danube, and in the Circlegf Suabia. 
UPON the fifth of October, whilſt a column of the army of 
the Rhine and Moſelle was retreating towards, Switzerland, a party 
of the infantry marched acroſs the fields, plundered the two farm— 
houſes, ſtormed the convent, ſtripped the prieſts and their ſervants. 
even of their ſhoes and neckcloths,and either carried away or deſtroy- 
ed all the bedding, and every thing elſe they could diſcover ; and 
two cavalry officers, who appeared to have more humanity than 
their comrades, coming up and ordering them to deſiſt, were groſs- 
ly inſulted, deprived of their piſtols, and put to flight by the ſol- 
diers with their ſabres. The church was pillaged of the facerdo- 
tal garments and communion plate, and the greateſt indignities 
were offered to everything that is deemed ſacred. Theſe exceſſes 
continued from eleven in the morning, until four inthe afternoon; 


and the friars after repeated blows, and threats of immediate 


death, loſt almoſt every thing but their lives. 


SCHWANDORPF, 
A village in the Auſtrian fart of Stabia, 
_ TO this place the 8th of October was a day of terror and calam- 
ity; and as the report of the French crueltics had already reached 
the ears of the inhabitants, the women and children fied, with 
ſome of their valuable effetts, into an adjoining wood, hoping to be 
there ſecure from the attacks of the ſoldiers, who were now upon 
their retreat, and entered the village, to the number ef 3.000. 
Some of them ſtopped at the parſonage. and demanded wine; but 
whilſt the miniſter was giving orders tor its delivery, they dra

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him into the cellar. and robbed him of his watch, whilſt others 
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ole his horſes out of the adjoining paſture, In the mean time 
the heroes who in the language of their employers, had not ceaſed 
to deſerve well of thety country, began pillaging with ſuch violence 
and rapacity, that the inhabitants were driven by deſpair to attempt 
the protection of their property, Which enraged the aggreſſors | | 
much, that they threatened to burn the village, and would proba- 
| bly have done ſo, but for the exertions of ſome office rs, and for 
the flight of the pegfants, whom they purſued towards the wood, 
| where the ſhrieks of the women and children preſently diſcoyered 

EY their retreat. When the ſoldiers had here ſatisfied their rapacity, 
TO. and plundered the poor fugitives of nearly all that they poſleſied, 
they completed the tragedy with' outrages the moſt ſhocking to hu- 
manity. Married women were diſhonoured in the preſence of 
their huſbands and chiidren ; and young girls were deſpoiled of 
their innocence under the eyes of their parents and companions, 
Even women who had borne children only eight or ten days, were 
not ſafe from the diſgraceful outrages of theſe inhuman wretches, 
who dragged the infants from their arms, and inſenſible of the 
agonlzing {creams of the ſufferers, threatened the refiftance of 
their mothers withinflent death, 5 


0 . EMMINGEN, 
A village in Suabia, in the principality of Furſtenberg. 
UPON the morning of the 7th of Ottober the peace of this 
village was ſuddenly and unexpetiedly diſturbed by boo or 700 
Republicans, who, to the character of ſoldiers, added that of. rob- 
ders, miſcreants, and barbarians, deſtitute of feeling and of decen- 
cy. They broke into the dwelling of one of the principal far., 
mers, carried off all the proviſions, linen, and wearing apparel, 
even of the children, and ſtole a waggon and four horſes with 
which they conveyed away their booty; and moſt of the houſes 
in the village underwent a ſimilar fate, But the miniſter of the 
artſh was one of the greateſt ſufferers; for not even age or ſe- 
vere illneſs could protect him from ill uſage, and from being drag- 
ged from his bed under pretence that he had concealed his money 
after which they broke open his wardrobe and coffers, and carried 
away all his money, plate, houſehold linen, and wearing apparel. * 
Abe prince of Fulteobeig's fteward, who, in attempting to eſ- 
cape, {ell down znd diſloca:cd his ancle, was purſued by the fol- 
diets, and nearly beaten to death; after which they pillaged his 
habitation, and committed cvery ſpecies of enormity. Several 
vourg giris ud married women fell a ſacrifice to the outrageous 
p>flions of theſe rcfli-nz, again whom, even gray hairs efforded 
no prot: ction; for an od woman near 70 years of age was ſue- 
eefiively Giſhonoured by four of theſe monRers, whoſe brutality 'Mf

B!BURG, 
A ſmall but pleaſant village near Aufburg in Snabia,® 


A accunt of the infamous conduct of the French in this 
glace was given in a pamphlet called, Th: French at Biburgy 
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UPON the 2oth of September, part of the French ztmy retreat. 
ed through Biburg, under the command of general Dubem, who, 
with a cetipue of 45 men and 50 horſes, took up his abode at the 


country-houſe of a genileman of Augſburg, and commanded a 


large ſopply of proviſions for the table, But the leſſer robbers, 


vpon their march towards Bavaria, had ſo plundered the village, 


that there was but little left for the greater : and he had fortu- 
nately brought with him a e:{k of wine, ſtolen by his orders out 
of a cellar at Augſburg, His followers, however, ronſacked every 
part of the 59015 and the ſoldiers either carried away or deftroy 


ed what had been left by their predeceſſors ; every thing was

completely pillaged. The beer in the caſks was waſted, large

Several of the Jeadors of the French Forde hats, by their miſ- 


_ feeds, forever connected their names with infamy; but genecal 
Tarteau united in himſelf the ſeveral bad qualities of the ref, and 
cannot be mentioned without horror and deteſtatios- The "moſt 
_ pnbuunded rapacity, inſatiable etuelty, intempetance, thitſt of 
revenge, vulgar inſolence, contempt of every thing ſacred and 
decent, and the difavowal of all the feelings of humanity, form- 


ed the baſis of the character of this man, who in no country. but 
in Fracce, and there only under the auſpices of ſuch a revolntion, 


could ever have been enttuſted with the command of an army, 


Some of his monſticus e xceſſes have already been recorded, and 
it remains only to be told, that when the French were obliged 
to gie way before the Auſtrians, this man, teging like à tiger 


that had loft its prey, arrived upon the 22d of September at Ho- 
eo, where he eſtabliſped his head quarters, and with his worthy 
| >ffociate Labrouſſe, aud his confidential valet Laguerte, endeav- 


cured to make himſelf a tmall compenſation for the loſs of the 


1 Tpoits of Vienna, of which the French had thought themſelves ſe- 
cute. His whole charaRer will beit be known from the following
